Bv WILLIAM E. CLAYTON 
WASHINGTON (U P I) — With 
his veto fight won in the Senate 
over oil price controls. Presi 
dent Ford today sought a quick 
compromise to prevent sudden 
Iv raising gasoline and other 
prices for consumers. 
He also pressed Congress to 
enact a package of legislation 
to lessen the impact of the end 
of controls in case there is no 
compromise 
a situation that 
would cost Americans $5 billion 
in higher fuel costs in one year 
Senate Democrats and the 
House Commerce Committee 
were holding separate meetings 
today 
to 
consider 
a 
com 
promise. 
The Senate voted 61 to 39 
Wednesday to overrride Ford's 
veto of a bill extending oil price 
controls for six months, less 
than the two thirds needed. 
The result is the controls. 
which expired Sept. I. are now 
off. That opens the door for 
prices to more than double on 
60 per cent of the oil produced 
in the United States — rising 


from $5.25 per barrel to the 
world market price, currently 
about $13 a barrel 
This 
in 
turn would 
raise 
gasoline prices by about three 
cents a gallon and increase 
prices of other goods in which 
fuel is part of the cost 
Neither Ford nor congression­ 
al Democrats wanted such a 


sudden end to controls It grew 
out of their confrontation over 
energy policy. Ford wanted to 
remove 
controls 
gradually. 
Democrats wanted to preserve 
and strengthen them 
Administration officials said 
Ford now is pressing for a 
compromise in which Congress 
would reimpose controls for 45

The car was owned by Joseph Giacaione, 22-year-old 
son of reputed Detroit Mafia don Anthony "Tony Ja c k ” 
Giacaione. 
Earlier, federal investigators said special tracking 
dogs traced Hoffa’s scent to the c a r’s back seat and 
»runk. 
"In the event that Mr. Hoffa’s body is recovered and 
found to contain shotgun pellets," government lawyers 
said Wednesday in a federal court appeal, the car and 
the weapon would be vital to the case. 
The car was borrowed from the younger Giacaione 
and was seen in the sam e area at the time Hoffa 
vanished from outside a suburban Detroit restaurant.

The Colorado’s 
state legislature becam e the 46th to vote form ally to 
ignore the federal holiday on the fourth Monday in Oc­ 
tober and revert to Nov. ll. And W ednesday, the full 
Com m ittee on the Post Office and Civil Service adopted 
the Schroeder sub com m ittee recom m endation to send 
the Senate bill to the floor of the House.

Poor Get 
Poorer 


G ENLV A (W P N S ) - The 
buying power of the poorer 
countries of the world has 
been shrinking by about two 
percent since the early 1950’s, 
according to a study by the 
U N Conference on Trade and 
Development (U N C T A D ) . 


In the two decades between 
1953 and 1972, the prices of 
raw materials produced by the 
less 
d e v e l o p e d 
c o u n t r i e s 
declined by from 1.8 percent to 
2.2 percent a year, compared 
to the price of manufactured 
goods 
the poorer countries 
must import. 


Forum for Poor 
According to U N C T A D , 
the ratio of commodity prices 
to manufactured goods stood 
at 126 in 1953, and plummeted 
lo 84 in 1972. 


Since its formation eleven 
years ago, U N C T A D has serv­ 
ed as a forum for the less 
developed countries to present 
their case for improved trade 
c o n d it i o n s w ith 
the m o re 
wealthy nations. T h e total 
membership of U N C T A D is 
now 109 countries. 


FOREIGN TRADE 
THE HAGUE (UPI) - The 
Central 
Bureau of Statistics 
announced the value of Hol­ 
land’s foreign trade, excluding 
Belgium and Luxembourg, last 
year 
totaled 
76,155 
million 
guilders ($30,462 million) as to 
exports, 
and 
75,630 
million

Property tax relief may be 
visible and substantial, but fail 
to turn out lasting 
At least one of the three basic 
principals outlined by Governor 
Otis R Bowen’s 1972 cam paign 
is threatened. No one is more 
cognizant of that fact than John 
C. Hart, m ajor architect of the 
Tax Package. For the past 
twelve years, as a legislator. 
Hart worked to shift the tax 
burden away from reliance on 
property. After relief becam e a 
reality, he resigned from the 
General Assembly due to a 
questionable 
“conflict of 
in­ 
terest.” A building in which he 
owned an interest and had in 
vested heavily in renovation 
was in the process of renting 
space to the state at competitive 
rates. 
Not only is the tax relief 
threatened, but also it couldn’ 
com e 
at

w orse 
tim e 
politically Attention of Hoosiers 
will be directed to the problem 
hi May of 1976, just as they 
prepare to go to the polls for the 
first prim ary selection of top 
candidates in the state in the 
last 40 years 
To shift 
the burden from 
property and assure taxes did 
not increase required a complex 
package 
Property taxes are 
collected and used to finance 
local governmental operations 
such 
as 
police 
and 
fire 
protection 
and 
schools 
The 
burden would have to be .shifted 
to taxes such as sales 
tax 
collected 
by 
the sta te . 
A 
Property Tax Relief fund was 
created, with increased sales 
taxes paid into the fund to be 
allocated back to Counties 
Effective spending ceilings 
would have to be placed on local 
governm ents, yet 
allowances 
m ade for increased costs Two 
choices were presented coun 
ties. They could elect to levy a 
“local option tax on incomes, to 
be collected by the state and 
returned If they selected this 
method, and slightly more than 
one-third did, a ceiling would be 
placed upon the dollars which 
could 
be 
collected 
from 
property taxes. 
Without the local option, the 
tax 
rates 
to be applied 
to 
property assessm ents would be 
frozen at the 1973 level, and any 
increased funding would come 
from in c re a se d assessm en ts 
rather than increased personal 
income. The program worked, 
the property tax relief fund 
grew, and there was visible 
relief. 
H ow ever, a sp e c tre 
rem ained in the background 
which 
was to grow in 
im ­ 
portance. By law, property was 
to be reassessed for tax p ur­ 
poses periodically The deadline 
approached. Inflation had hit 
re p lacem en t 
costs, 
and 
property values had realized 
nearly a 50 percent increase. 
The 
“ non-adopting” 
counties 
would realize a windfall by 
applying the frozen rate to in­ 
c re a se d values. For every 
dollar more they spent, 20 cents 
would be returned from the 
state fund 
Adopting counties 
would 
not 
receive sim ila r 
benefits. 
Hoosiers in the more populous 
areas would find themselves 
paying double sales tax, and 
greatly increased property tax 
bills. The Farm Bureau, many 
politicians, and legislators tried 
to delay reassessm ent, refusing 
to meet 
the problem. 
Such 
proposals 
failed in the last 
session 
John Hart prepared a four 
page m em orandum , submitted 
to Governor Bowen, and under

It is apparent that most 
property in the State will be 
increased in ranges from 30 to 50 
percent over the 1968 valuation 
‘Lasting relief’ will come under 
a severe test.” 


One proposal would be to 
reduce the percentage of true 
value to which the tax rate can 
be applied, now standing at one- 
third m arket value. Another 
proposal would be to limit local 
budgeting to a 5 percent in­ 
crease. with a State Control 
Board to consider exceptions. 
Public

bargaining 
laws could present problems,

apply increases to “non-service 
areas of expenditures.” A freeze 
will have to be placed on each 
county’s proportionate share of 
the state fund for equality.

So it’s im portant for 
you to fill in the County of 
Residence block on the front 
of your return. To complete 
this block, print or type the 
full name of the county ( p a r­

in 
Louisiana;

borough in Alaska) in which 
you live. The instructions for 
both 1040 and 1040A forms 
explain how to fill in the block 


if you don’t live in a county, 
parish or borough. 


• Q. What is the rate for ex­ 
emptions for myself and my 
family this year? 


A. The personal exemption 
for 1974 is $750. If you file a

your spouse.

are

for

Goldblum, who resigned as 
Equity’s president and board 
chairman when massive frauds 
were uncovered in 1973, pleaded 
guilty 
to 
forgery 
charges 
Tuesday in Lake County circuit 
court. Judge Lloyd Van Deusen 


imposed the state’s maximum 
prison term for forgery. 


Van Deusen also ruled the 
sentence should run concurrent­ 
ly 
with 
Goldblum’s 
earlier 
California federal court sent­ 
ence of up to eight years.

United Press International 
Portions of the United States 
face an energy-scarce winter. 
It is compounded by a “war 
between the states” over the 
price of natural gas, a wildcat

homes and cars fueled. 
“ Let the b-st-rds freeze in the 
dark ,” proclaim bumper stick­ 
ers on cars throughout the Gulf 
states, in responce to sugges­ 
tions that industries in their 
States shut down partially this 
winter so natural gas used 
there could be channeled to 
Northern states to heat homes.

of our own energy needs

w e’re going to get a little cold,” 
Dr Robert Coughlin, chairman 
of the American Institute of 
Chemical Engineers, told the 
group in Boston recently.

“They want us to give them 
cheap natural gas from down 
here,” said Sherman Hunt, an 
independent dealer from Texas, 
where 37.6 per cent of the 
nation’s natural gas is produ­ 
ced “ We have enough gas to 
take c a re of o u rs e lv e s,’’ he 
grinned, “but any natural gas I 
find I’m sure going to try to 
sell in Texas before I ship it out 
of state.” 
The reason is simple. Hunt 
and other producers get two 
dollars per thousand cubic feet 
of the colorless, odorless gas 
they sell within the state where 
it is produced But an artificial 
55-cent ceiling has been im­ 
posed by the federal govern­ 
ment for the sam e amount 
transported over a state line 
The Ford administration is 
proposing lifting controls on 
interstate gas prices, to prevent 
shortages and save jobs of 
workers in factories that may 
close if gas supplies run out. 
The President faces a tough 
battle 
getting 
Congressional 
approval. 


Coal 
Coal could be in short supply 
because of to a wildcat miners 
strike that cost the industry 
eight million tons of umnined 
coal and shut down coal pits in 
at least eight states.

surprised” if their daughter 
Susan, 18. had a premarital 
affair. They believe a drop in 
Ford’s standing in some nation­ 


al polls may have been caused 
by the First Lady’s candid 
interviews. 
While Ford has been on the 
speaking circuit around 
the 
country and 
interviewed 
on 
several 
occasions 
in 
recent 
days, he has been hit with the 
question 
of 
whether 
he 
is 
disturbed 
by 
some 
of 
the 
recation to Mrs. Ford’s views. 
Each time the President has 
calmly discussed the issue and 
spoken 
of 
his 
“wonderful 
m arriage” 
and 
how 
"very 
close” his family always has 
been. 
He also freely admits that 
throughout his political career 


of more than 25 years, he has 
spent much of his time on the 
road and left his wife with the 
chief responsibility of raising 
the children. 
“She has established a high 
moral standard for the chil­ 
dren, and they have lived up to 
those standards,” he told one 
interviewer. 
While conceding some seg­ 
ments 
of 
American 
society 
have been highly critical of 
Mrs. Ford’s statements, Nessen 
said there has also been “a lot 
of 
favorable 
editorial 
com­ 
ment.” 
During his travels, both as 
President and as a political 
candidate, 
Ford 
has

shaking a lot of hands Nessen 
said that frequently someone in 
the crowd will shout to Ford 
praising his wife.

grounds. 
“The President doesn’t be­ 
lieve it has any effect at all,” 
Nessen added. 
In a more philosophical vein, 
the betting in Washington is 
that the stir created by Mrs. 
Ford will die down, and Ford's 
chances of being elected for a 


full four-year term will depend 
mainly on the state of the 
economy and how the American 
people feel they are faring 
under his leadership. 
Ford is not letting any grass 
grow under his feet. He will 
criss-cross the country for the 
next two months, projecting the 
presidential image. With the 
Democrats in disarray and still 
no front-runner in the opposi­ 
tion camp to contend with, 
Ford is exuding confidence. 


At airports and hotels where 
he has speaking engagements, 
there are few protesters. And 
even those demonstrators usu­ 
ally focus on a particular issue, 
such as unemployment, rather 
than at Ford himself.

Stickler on MPG? 
Read MPG Sticker

If you are in the market for a new car, you will 
probably take into account such factors as price, 
size and driveability when studying the different 
makes and models. 
But with the rising cost of gasoline still a 
major consideration, you should also think about 
another important factor in car selection: fuel effi­ 
ciency—or the number of miles per gallon of gas 
the car will get on the road. 
To help you determine 
this label, they must also 
the fuel economy of 1976 
cars, the Environmental Pro­ 
tection 
Agency 
(EPA ), 
along with the Federal En­ 
ergy Administration (FEA ), 
has developed a labeling pro­ 
gram that provides miles- 
per-gallon information about 
most of the new model cars. 
The program is volun­ 
tary, 
but 
under 
it, 
most 
American and foreign auto 
manufacturers are putting 
stickers on their new cars 
and light-duty trucks, giving 
estimates of how many miles 
each can be driven on a gal­ 
lon of gas. 
The EPA-FEA program 
gives 
manufacturers 
the 
choice of what kind of labels 
to use on their cars, but 
basically, you will see two 
different types: 
1. Miles-per-gallon 
fig­ 
ures for test vehicles that 
are within the same car line- 
engine size group. A car 
line-engine size group con­ 
sists of cars that have the 
same engine size, carburetor, 
transmission, emission con­ 
trol system.
